The information disclosure statement filed February 17, 2004 fails to comply with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because there are no references 
cited.

Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McCleary. 
McCleary US 5,133,584 discloses a pickup truck tailgate and loading ramp comprising: 
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a main frame means (10) including a base rail (10) and a top rail(12) for 
occupying the position of a tailgate on a pickup truck (T); 

elongated frame means (20) connected at one end (22) with said main frame 
means top rail for forming a loading ramp when in the tailgate lowered position. 

Response to Amendment 

Not all portions of the preliminary amendment have been forwarded to the office.

7 when in tailgate lowered position.
